MORE PREPARED! 

The cost of getting elected is going up. 
The members of the House of Commons 
have changed the law so as to allow them- 
selves to spend $1,500 each, instead of 
$500 only, in an election campaign. Com- 
ing events cast shadows before them, The 
members foresee that an election is ap- 
proaching. With that in prospect, the 
fear of the public being “debauched” by 
huge campaign expenditures is modified 
by the consideration that elections are not 
won by prayers. 

FROST AT EPSOM 

Not all Albertans are interested in the 
winning of the Derby. But most of them 
will be interested in one statement con- 
tained in the despatch which tells about 
the winning. When Derby day broke the 
early risers awoke, “shivering, to find a 
heavy morning frost glittering on the 
course” at Epsom, England. 

Epsom is lucky, in a way, that it is not 
in western Canada. If it were, that heavy 
morning frost on the fifth of June would 
be widely cited to prove its proximity to 
the north pole. Being in the garden coun- 
try of England, the occurrence is of only 
passing importance, In point of fact, Ep- 
som is in latitude 51.80. Winnipeg is south 
of lattude 50. Edmonton is in latitude 
53.30, 
‘SETTLED” AGAIN 


By an eleventh hour compromise Bel- 
gium saved the reparations conference, 
and once again the world is told that this 
question has been “finally settled”. Ger- 
many has paid itself well for not being in 
a hurry about paying. The original bill 
was 125 billions. It is now agreed that 
nine billions will square the account. Hav- 
ing found procrastination so profitable, 
Germany may still not be eager to remit. 

The United States did not put in a 
claim for reparations, but it is to get 
about all the reparations money Germany 
is to pay, indirectly. The republic has 
heen fortunate in its debtors. It has only 
had to collect from its friends and fellow- 
victors. These, in turn, have had to try 
to get money out of the bankrupt loser. 
Washington was shrewd, as well as gener- 
ous, in declining to join in that bootless 
undertaking. 


KIND OTHER MARKETS 

Whatever comes of it, the tariff tink- 
ering at Washington makes one point 
clear, Canada is altogether too depend- 
ent upon the United States for a market 
for its cattle. Of late we have been sell- 
ing cattle nowhere else. And we can sell 
there only until congress decides to shut 
the door, which may be before the close of 
the present year. A great and permanent 
cattle raising business cannot be built up 
on that basis of uncertainty. 

The Dominion Government has in re- 
cent years found markets elsewhere than 
in the republic for many classes of Cana- 
dian products, and in respect to those pro- 
ducts has made the Dominion less depend- 
ent upon the forbearance of its neighbor 
Without waiting to see what the senate at 
Washington may do with the new tariff 
bill, Ottawa should concentrate upon the 
problem of finding some other market for

Breathing poisonous gases still seems to be a favorite method used 
by those who wish to commit suicide, Usually, the gas from a stove or 
from a gas jet ts turned on and the doors and windows stuffed with 
cloths keep it from escaping the one 
attempting suicide will find release from this life in 
from thirty to sixty minutes 

Accidental deaths from this knd of gas will usually 
take much longer, owing to the fact that a great deal 
of gas escapes through openings in the room, such as 
the cracks in the door and windows. 

In spite of all warnings, there are many deaths 
each day from carboii monoxid gas polsoning. This 
gas is formed at times from the improper cimbustion 
of the ordinary natural or artificial gas used in stoves. 

‘The fumes from burning gas are ordinarily not high- 
ly poisonous, and only at times is the carbon monoxid 
was produced. A housewife who does not the 
proper vent to the cooking stove or to small heating stoves is constantly in 
danger of getting a breath of the carbon monoxid gas at any time. The im-
